Press reports described Campbell’s removal from the first 
team coaching position as a mutual agreement between club and 
coach due to eampbell's interstate travel requirements with his 
career. 

An angry Campbell told me that he’d been ‘stabbed in the back 
by one of the players.” 

“Tt all happened at a committee meeting last week,” said 
Campbell. 

“One of the players had rallied his support with a few com- 
mitteemen and they had the numbers to get rid of me.”’ 

“Sure, I have to go interstate once in every four to six weeks 
but we could have got around that situation. Before I was sacked I 
had Billy Wilkinson as my assistant looking after the first team on 
the few occasions when I was interstate. Bill Scerri was looking 
ee the reserves. it all seemed to be working well until last 
week. 

Campbell! knew nothing of strong rumours that former Victor- 
ian Director of coaching Len McKendry had been approached two 
months ago to replace him. 


It is believed that Cross made overtures to McKendry a week 
after Campbell was hurt in a car accident last Christmas but 
McKendry bluntly turned down Cross’s offer. 


Campbell was full of praise for Cross president Alf Zahra and 
he said that they enjoyed a fine working relationship. 


*“‘Alf’s a good president and a very hard worker,” said Camp- 
bell 


“| think he got a shock when he walked into the committee 
meeting and found out that there was a concerted effort to get rid 
of me.” 


‘ 1 first heard of the rumour that Campbell could be sacked two 
i . days before last week’s committee meeting. I rang Alf Zahra and 

7 told him of the rumour on the day of the meeting. He assured me 
Archie Campbell that as far as he knew campbell’s position was secure.

Later that night the Cross committee ended an association 
which started when Campbell joined George Cross as a winger in 
1962. 


He had played with East Fife, then in the Scottish Second Div- 
sion and his arrival at the Cross heralded period of great success 
for Campbell and the club. 


“I've still got a soft spot for the Cross and I suppose it will 
always be there no matter what happens,”’ said Campbell. 


“What annoys me is that my successor will take over a squad 
greatly improved from last year. 


“With the three overseas players I was negotiating with there's 
no doubt in my mind that we would have finished in the top four.” 

Campbell was in the middle of negotiations with with two Scot- 
tish players and Terry Kent, brother of Hakoah winger Chris 
Kent. Their arrival at the Cross would have given Campbell two 
more midfielders and a top striker to round off his revamped first 
team squad, After a year of struggle in the 1980 State League, 
Campbell was looking forward to success this year. 

“It annoys me to see someone else taking the credit for your 
good work,"’ said Campbell. 


“Although I started negotiations with the three players over- 
seas don’t be surprised to see them going to another club here.”

Hellas arranged a trial with Footscray JUST and McGuinness 
turned up only to find out that JUST coach Cedo Cirkovic knew 
nothing of the trial, 


McGuinness joined Juventus and achieved many Major 
honours. The Rothmans Meda! win highlighted his State League 
career which was further enhanced with last year’s leadin 
scorer achievement and recent selection in the Victorian State 
squad. 

McGuinness works with the RACV but will become assistant 
manager of the Townsville branch of the RACQ when he moves to 
Queensland this weekend. 


He played his first game with Townsville last week alongside 
Cliff Whiteside, bought from Victorian First Division club Slavia 
for $5,000. The match was televised live. 


‘I just got fed up waiting for the Melbourne based PSL clubs to 
get in touch with me after initial contacts were made,” said 
McGuinness. 


“I had a few hassles with some people at Juventus. They 
wanted me to go because they needed the money so in the end I 
said all right.” 


McGuinness signed a one-year Contract with a one-year option

“But things have changed. 

“A successful sportsman 
can earn good money today, 
especially in soccer, here or 
overseas, and I believe the

The other case of being in 
the right place at the right 
time concerns Rudi Gut- 
endorf.
